He then added that it was a very expensive 
proposition for the government to extradite 
and prosecute a lot of drug-involved suspects 
separately and that it would be more feasible 
to net them all in at once. 

Haley claims that he was released because 
the person tliatwas responsible for dropping 
the drugs from a plane, at the same time that 
he flew a plane into that area's airport, had 
been caught. ■ 

The U.Si Drug Enforcement Agency 
(DEA) out of Puerto Rico says that Jeffrey 
Berry, San Dimes, Cal., was arrested along 
with Haley and charges against him are still 
pending. ' That aggpcy wasnot ablie to tell u^ 
if Berry and Haley were together at the time 
or if Haley had been completely vindicated. 

-^n the.latter months of 1981, the DEA in Ft. 
Lauderdale, Fla/.and its sister agency in 

^Milwaukee, Wis. smashed another area 
multi'^million dollar drug ring, responsible 
for 'the importation of the bulk of the. 
marijuana brought into this country in the 
late 1970s. - 

Herman Holbek, formerly of Antioch and 
William Wessinger, Bristol, were rated num- 
ber three and four in importance on the list of 
the many people arrested and jailed as a 
result of this investigation. 

because of a loose family tie between 
Holbek, and Haley, the geographies and the 
similarity of the charges, U.^ S. District At- 
torney Lurana Snow was aked if the Haley 
name had ever come up during that in- 
vestigation. , 

After a .two year investigation that im 
volved a niyriad of people, uncovered 
several witnesses and resulted in the heavy 
drug -charges against 19 people, Snow, 
without one rhoment for recall anwered ter- 
sely, "No!" 

According to Brown, the present Lake 
County drug investigation is centered on the 



entire Chain 0' Lakes area, allegedly in- 
volving many local busiinessmen, some who 
invested their money in the operation, not 
caring-how the money was used, only being 
] interested in making a profit. 

Although Brown claims that this is'mainly/ 
a federal investigation, the llaley camp says 
that Brown is after the Haley famify, strong 
■- fn, the county Republican Party, because 
they;are backing his opponent in the up- 
coming sheriff's race, Robert (Mickey) Bab- 
cox. ,. " ■ ' . " . : i'".: 

' Yet there were at least two times this past 
year that the Haley "fortunes" were in the 
band^ of the .sheriff's department and the 
.decision went in their favor, once when it 
gave them their okay for the country con- 
cert, held near 1-94 in the northeastern end of; 

•the county last fall and the other when they 
held off when Clem Haley wrote that depart- 

. ment an NFS, check. The sheriff's depart- 
ment waited three months to arrest him and 
almost immediately dropped deceptive prac- 
tice charges after the check was made good. 

According,to Brown, indictments against 
many locals are in the offing in the very near 
future. 

. When Antioch police Chief Chuck Miller 
was asked what he knew about such a large 
drug ring possibly based in his town, he an- 
swered that he knew nothing about the par- 
ticular case in point. . 

"We often get information on such traffic 
and pass it on to the federal boys who are 
equipped to handle that kind of thing. We are 
a small:town police force that is equipped to 
make arrests on the street level and we do," 
he said. 

Meanwhile the alleged investigation con- 
tinues to be the. top point of street con- 
versation from Antioch, through-out Lake 
County and all the way into the city of 
Chic^o, with a multitude of interested par- 
ties waiting for the next installment.
